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TOWN WARRANT 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Stratford qualified 
to vote in Town Affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall 
in the village of North Stratford on Tuesday, the 
ninth day of March, 1937 at 10:00 o’clock in the fore- 
noon to act upon the following subjects: 

1. To elect a Clerk for the ensuing year. 

2. To elect a Treasurer for the ensuing year. 

3. To elect two Auditors for the ensuing year. 

4. To elect one Selectman to serve for three 
years, and all other necessary town officers. 

5. To see if the Town will vote to continue the 
services of a Public Health Nurse and to raise money 
for the same. 

6. To see what sum of money the town awill vote 
to raise for highways and bridges, town maintenance 
and state aid highway construction. 

7. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for Town Libraries, Cemeteries, Town Ex- 
penses, Memorial Day, Sewers, Street Lighting, Re- 
tirement of Water Bonds and Hydrant Service, and 
any other money for town purposes. 

8. To see if the town will authorize the select- 
men to administer or dispose of any real estate ac- 
quired by the Town through Tax Collector’s deeds. 

9. To see if the town will uathorize the select- 
men to pledge the credit of the town to raise funds in 
anticipation of taxes when it is found necessary for 
the payment of obligations. 

10. (A) To see if the Town will vote to recon- 
struct and relay with cast iron pipe that portion of the 
water system main which was constructed with 
wooden pipe. 

(B) ‘To see if the Town will vote to author- 
ize the Selectmen to construct and maintain a publie 
park and swimming pool at the site of what was 
formerly known as the Baldwin Mill Pond. 

11. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to execute any and all contracts or agree- 
ments necessary, proper or advisable in connection 
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with the reconstruction and relaying of said water 
pipe, and the construction of a puble park and swin- 
ming pool, including the purchase of equipment, and 
the acquisition of necessary land, if either is required. 

12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum not to exceed Seventeen Thousand Six 
Hundred Sixty-Four and 30-100 Dollars ($17,664.30), 
and in order to furnish such funds to authorize the 
Selectmen to issue the bonds or notes of the Town for 
said amount; said bonds or notes to be payable One 
Thousand Dollars ($1,000) not later than two (2) 
years from their date, and One Thousand Dollars 
($1,000) each year thereafter until the same are fully 
paid, the last payment to be not later than twenty 
(20) years from the date of the same, with interes. 
payable annually at the best available rate, the same 
being payable exclusively from the funds to be raised 
by taxation for the purpose of financing the cost of 
the reconstruction and relaying of said water main, 
and the construction of said park and swimming pool, 
including the purchase of equipment, and the acquisi- 
tion of land, if either is required, and all other ex- 
penses necessary or incidental thereto. 

13. To hear the reports of Agents, Officers and 
Committees heretofore chosen and pass any vote rela- 
tive thereto.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Members of the School Board of Stratford: 

I hereby submit my third annual report of the 
Stratford schools for your consideration. 

Changes 

At the close of the schools last June, we lost four 
teachers as follows: Miss Cochrane, teacher of Domes- 
tic Arts, Miss Walbridge, teacher of second and third 
grades, Miss Gray, teacher of first and second grades 
and Miss Freese, teacher of French, Latin and Eng- 
hsh. Their places have been filled as folloys: D. A. 
—Jessie Bunker, first and second grades—Elizabeth 
Beal, third grade—Shirley Bryan, and E. Marie Young 
for the language department of the high school. Miss 
Young was taken ill and her place was filled by Nellie 
Miche. The balance of the teaching force remains as 
last year. 

Repairs 

There have been no extensive repairs, The outside 
of the brick walls have been fixed and other minor re- 
pairs. Some additions have been made to the town 
hall in the form of seats and permanent scenery for 
the stage for school use. 

Books and Supplies 

(Quite a few books have been purchased. We are 
gradually building up a reference library for the dit- 
ferent departments in the high school. More will be 
needed another year. ~ 

Supplies have been furnished as in other years in 
the various departments of the schools, 

Equipment 

The typewriters are all up to date at the present 
time. There will be some to be exchanged each year. 
By keeping them up to date, we are able to get very 
good exchange rate. 
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We have some new equipment for the dupleating 
department of the commerce division of the high 
school. Some very excellent work is done by the de- 
partment of commerce. 

Manual Arts 

The work done by the boys is very satisfactory. 
i feel that the boys are getting much information that 
may be very valuable to them in later years. 

Iiusic 

The instrumental music is under the same efficient 
management as in former years—G. E. Wentworth. 
Some excellent results have been secured. 

The vocal part of the music in the grades and high 
school is under the management of the regular teach- 
ers. Miss Miche has the high school chorus and Misses 
Beal and Bryan the work in the grades. The results 
are very satisfactory as those who have heard the chil- 
dren perform in the school entertainments may well 
testify. 

Sports 

Sports of various kinds, especially along the ball 
line, create much interest. The coach for the boys is 
Headmaster Harriman, and for the girls is Shirley 
Bryan. Both coaches have developed some good play- 
ers. Perhaps they have not won all the games played 
but they have played such a skillful game that their 
opponents have had to work hard for the points scored. 
Various sports, adapted to the season, are found in all 
the grades from the first to the twelfth. The academic 
work is none the less efficient because of the games. If 
anything, the book work is better done because of the 
directed physical activities. 

Health 

All children have been examined by our efficient 
nurse, Miss Delia B. Hapgood, and tested for hearing 
defects by the instrument furnished by the State. Miss 
Hapgood makes daily visits to the schools so as to keep 
every thing in check and thus prevent the spread of 
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contagious diseases. Much eredit is due to her efforts. 
Entertainments 

The schools have put on plays and entertainments 
during the year as well as taking a very active part in 
the Memorial exercises. All the public appearances of 
the pupils have been a credit to the schools. The 
teachers and pupils are to be congratulated. 

School Census 

The school census taken last September showed 
293 people in town between the ages of five and sixteen 
years. Of these 282 were found enrolled in our local 
schools, There were ten children between five and 
eight and one between 14-16, who had completed the 
eighth grade, who were not in school. 

Enrollment 

The enrollment last September was as follows:

Debating 
The high school is in the debating league sponsor- 
ed by Bates College. We feel that the pupils taking 
part are getting a valuable training. The real worth 
to the pupils will not be seen immediately as it is a 
training for the future. 
Public Speaking 
Plans are being made so that every child in the 
high school may have at least one or more chanees to 
appear before the school or public during his course. 
This will give a training that may be of great assist- 
ance in later years. People are often called upon, as 
a part of the routine in life, to make a speech in publie 
assemblies,
